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Bosses back traffic flow scheme despite opposition 

RAIL CROSSING 
CLOSURE HOPE

A ROAD improvement scheme 
for Bloxwich, designed to 
lessen the impact of closing 
the town’s railway level cross¬ 
ing, has received the support 
of business leaders. 

Signal upgrades, junction improve¬ 
ments and traffic calming will be 
rolled out across the area under the 
project. 

It is hoped to improve the flow of traffic - 
thereby limiting the damage caused by the clo¬ 
sure of the crossing, due to increasing speed of 
trains along the line. 

The crossing is on Willenhall Lane, part of 
the town’s industrial area and regularly used 
as a rat-run to avoid some of the traffic on the 
high street. 

Members of the Black Country Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership endorsed the £100,000 road 
improvements. 

It will now go before the Black Country Exec¬ 
utive Joint Committee for a final decision. 

Detrimental 

The money will come from the region’s 
Growth Deal programme. 

Funding has already been secured from Net¬ 
work Rail and Walsall Council. 

A report to an LEP board meeting last 
month, highighting the issue stated: “This 
closure will regrettably be detrimental to local 
vehicular access and will force some traffic to 
re-route in the area - hence the need for miti¬ 
gation measures. 

“This is because the line speed improvements 
envisaged on the Chase Line Railway can only 
be realised once the speed restriction is re¬ 
moved at Bloxwich with the permanent closure 
of the crossing.” 

It added: “Investment in highway mitigation 
measures around the soon-to-close Bloxwich 
Level Crossing will help achieve retention of 
businesses, and jobs, in the Bloxwich area, es¬ 
pecially on the Leamore Lane Trading Estate.” 

The rail crossing has been opposed locally, 
however. 

Linda Clarke, manageress at the Hatherton 
Arms, said: “It will impact our pub as we get 
many customers from across the line. 

“People are not very happy with it.” 

A petition was launched by people in Dudley 
Fields, amid fears it would lead to increased 
traffic in the residential area. 

The crossing itself is expected to close by the 
end of this year.

HUNDREDS of revellers packed a festival field for ‘one of 
the best ever’ Willenhall carnivals this weekend. 

Organisers breathed a sigh of relief as the rain held off for 
the biggest day in the town’s social calendar. 

An estimated 2,000 people turned out on Saturday for the 
crowded programme of fun and entertainment at Willenhall 
Memorial Park in Pinson Road. The annual extravaganza, 
which dates back to the 1920s, was officially opened by Wal¬ 
sall’s new mayor, Councillor Marco Longhi. 

Highlights of the day included the crowning of the carni¬ 
val royalty and a quirky dog competition, organised by the 
RSPCA, with categories including ‘waggiest tail’ and ‘the dog 
judges would most like to take home.’ 

More than 50 stalls, a falconry display, live music, funfair, 
car boot sale, disco dome and inflatables were also among 
the attractions. 

A float carried the carnival queen, 16-year-old Ellie-Faye 
Harrison, and her attendants into the park. Residents have 
rallied round over the past 12 months to raise the £5,000 
needed to stage the event. A Santa run in December and a 
fancy-dress pub crawl a couple of weeks ago were among the 
fundraising events held. The event was organised by Wayne 
Palmer and Sandra Dixon. 

Carl Haycock, a committee member whose stepson Travis 
Brookshaw celebrated his 11th birthday as the carnival duke, 
said: “It went brilliantly. The place was ram-packed. 

“There was a great programme of entertainment - we 
had the whole shebang. It’s hard work to put on and takes 
months of organising but it’s worth it to see the smiles on the 
faces of the kids enjoying themselves.” 

Resident Caz Baker posted on Facebook afterwards: 
“Great atmosphere and community spirit - probably one of 
the best years so far.”

A 'privilege' after 38 
years, says Winnick 


POLITICIANS from across 
the political spectrum in 
Walsall joined together to 
pay tribute to David Winn- 
ick’s incredible 38-year 
reign as MP for Walsall 
North. 

The General Election 
marked the end of an era for 
Mr Winnick, who lost the seat 
he had held since 1979 to Con¬ 
servative Eddie Hughes by a 
majority of 2,601. 

Despite successfully defending 
his seat at eight previous elections, 
this vote proved a step too far for 
83-year-old Mr Winnick, who said 
it had been ‘a privilege and an hon¬ 
our’ to represent Walsall North for 
so many years. 

He said: “I wish to express my 
gratitude to all those who voted 
for me as the Labour candidate for 
Walsall North on Thursday in the 
general election. 

Tirelessly 

“It was of course extremely dis¬ 
appointing that we did not succeed 
this time. 

“The Labour team, led by Ann 
Young, that fought so tirelessly 
day by day were wonderful for me 
as the candidate to work with. 

“I have no doubt at all that my 
party will regain this seat at the 
next opportunity. 

“Nationally, the Tories have 
been taught yet again not to take 
the electorate for granted.” 

Mr Winnick was the MP for 
Croydon South from 1966 to 1970 
before he unsuccessfully contested 
the 1976 by-election in Walsall 
North. 

He returned in 1979, winning 
the seat with a majority of 5,866 
and has been a fixture there ever 
since. 

Dramatic scenes at the sports 
hub of the University of Wolver¬ 
hampton’s Walsall campus on 
Thursday evening saw Mr Winnick

collect 16,318 votes compared to 
Mr Hughes 18,919 winning total. 

Mr Hughes is a councillor for 
Streetly and was contesting his 
first election as a parliamentary 
candidate. 

The leader of Walsall’s Conserv¬ 
ative group, councillor Mike Bird, 
said the result proved politics is 
‘a cruel game’ but added that it is 
now time for ‘youth to take over’. 

He said: “I did say to David on 
the night, politics is a cruel game, 
it doesn’t take any prisoners, it has 
winners and losers and unfortu¬ 
nately for him on the night he lost. 
“I think all of us in Walsall have 
to thank him for his representation 
for such a long period of time, he 
has done a lot for the area. 

“It is obviously sad for him but 
now we can let youth take over, 
Eddie Hughes will give his all for 
Walsall North I am sure.” 


When Mr Winnick first entered 
the House Of Commons, Harold 
Wilson was Prime Minister and 
England’s football team was on the 
brink of winning the World Cup. 

The Brighton born former MP 
started his political career in 1959 
as a councillor for the London bor¬ 
oughs of Willesden and Brent. 

Rejected 

Over the years he has developed 
a strong reputation for his commit¬ 
ment to human rights and his tire¬ 
less constituency work. 

Even in recent weeks, he had 
pledged to help Bloxwich Acad¬ 
emy school, which is in need of a 
Government cash boost to fund 
improvements, try and gain access 
to funding after they were rejected 
for a second time. On a wider scale, 
he voiced strong opposition against 
Saddam Hussain’s tyrannical re¬ 


gime and supported the invasion of 
Iraq in 2003. 

Arguably one of his most sig¬ 
nificant contributions during his 
service came two years later when 
his amendment to a government 
bill on the detention of terrorists 
without trial, to 28 days from 90, 
passed by 323 votes to 290. It was 
Tony Blair’s first Commons defeat 
on a whipped vote. 

Walsall Council’s deputy leader 
and councillor for the Birchills 
Leamore ward, Lee Jeavons, said: 
“David has been a part of my life 
and a part of everyone’s life here in 
Walsall North for such a long time 
so everyone is sad to see him go. 

“It is a sad loss for us as a party 
but I know that David is someone 
who very much believes in the 
democratic process and he will be 
able to deal with the result know¬ 
ing that it came from a fair vote.”

WALSALL NORTH - Eddie Hughes 

THE Conservatives’ Eddie Hughes caused the big¬ 
gest stir in the Black County of the night ousting 
stalwart Labour MP David Winnick in Walsall North 
who has served the seat for 38 years. 

Mr Hughes said: “We knew right from the start we 
were going to have to fight very 
hard for every vote. Thirty eight 
years is a very long service and 
for very good reason he has 
seen off previous Conservative 
candidates. But I would like 
to think it came down to the 
fact I’m a localish guy - I am 
a Brummie, but I have lived in 
Walsall for 25 years, the son of 
an Irish immigrant bus driver - I 
think is something which struck a chord with peo¬ 
ple when we were knocking doors.” 

Outlining the key issues for Walsall North in the 
next five years he added: “Brexit is going to be es¬ 
sential, getting a good deal is going to be essential 
for the economy, it will mean more jobs created 
and more houses being built. If you look around 
certain areas such as Willenhall and Bloxwich there 
is real need for regeneration.” 

WALSALL SOUTH - Valerie Vaz 

VALERIE Vaz stormed home in Walsall South, de¬ 
fending a Labour Party seat earning a vital defence 
for the Labour Party in a seat which the Tories had 
targeted heavily. 

Ms Vaz - the incumbent for Labour - was com¬ 
ing under intense pressure from 
the Conservative James Bird. 

The seat saw a a huge UKIP 
vote two years ago which 
would have beenis enough 
to overturn Ms Vaz’s majority 
should it swing to the Tories. 
But Ms Vaz secured a comfort¬ 
able victory with nearly 9,000 
more votes than Mr Bird. 

She said: “I am very pleased 
it is a result of a lot of hard 
work and the vision set out in 
its manifesto. People on the doors were telling me 
they liked what we have put in the manifesto and 
I think the fact I have been an MP since 2010 and 
working hard for them ever since counted.” 

A working class constituency with a large Mus¬ 
lim population, Walsall South has been solidly La¬ 
bour since 1974. 

ALDRIDGE BROWNHILLS - Wendy Morton 

CONSERVATIVE Wendy Morton stormed to victo¬ 
ry in Aldridge Brownhills gaining a 14,000 majority 
over her Labour rival - 2,000 more than last time 
out. A longstanding Conservative seat, there ap¬ 
peared to be little doubt Mrs Morton would be duly 
elected. 

Mrs Morton said: “I have re¬ 
ally enjoyed the campaign, but 
honestly I enjoy going out a 
speaking to local residents on 
my patch. 

Looking forward she added: 

“The key aspect will be the 
European Union and securing 
the best deal. The people in 
the West Midlands made their 
voices heard on that. 

“Other key issues will be around the economy, 
creating jobs and continuing the revival of the West 
Midlands. And in view of the terror attacks security 
will also be a priority as well.” 

The Aldridge-Brownhills constituency makes up 
the north eastern fringe of Walsall, neighbouring 
Burntwood, Lichfield and Sutton Coldfield.

TWO men posed as council workers 
during a distraction burglary.

Decision time on eyesore pub future

PLANNING bosses meet today, 
Thursday, to discuss the future of 
an eyesore pub amid plans to build 
apartments in its place. 

Developer SEP Properties has ap¬ 
plied to build 17 flats on the site of 
The Eagle, on Cresswell Crescent, in 
Bloxwich. 

In November, travellers set up 
camp outside the derelict pub, which 
was shut in 2007 after a man was 
shot. 

The proposal is to demolish the 


existing public house and erect an 
apartment block of 17 one-bed flats 
with parking spaces in its place. 

Walsall Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee will discuss the application, with 
it being recommended that they dele¬ 
gate the decision to the head of plan¬ 
ning to approve based on organising a 
suitable section 106 agreement. 

This is despite concerns being 
raised by residents that the apart¬ 
ments block will be out of character 
with other buildings in the area. 


Papers set to be discussed at the 
meeting read: “Objections have been 
raised that the design and visual 
appearance of the building is out of 
keeping with the surrounding prop¬ 
erties and that a two storey building 
would be more appropriate. 

“On balance it is considered that 
the three storey building does not 
adversely affect the character of the 
surrounding area and offers the op¬ 
portunity to make more efficient use 
of derelict land in the urban area.” 


Mosque to get major 
revamp in new plans 


A MOSQUE is in line for a major rev¬ 
amp including a library and resource 
centre and extra car parking. 

The Muslim Welfare Society wants to 
make changes to the existing mosque 
on Bills Street in Darlaston, which it 
says will ‘enhance’ the existing place of 
worship as opposed to creating a ‘super 
mosque’. 

The plans include building a new two-sto- 
rey extension to the main building, which will 
make it more accessible for disabled people, as 
well as create a ded¬ 
icated entrance for 
children in order to 
meet requirements 
stipulated by the De¬ 
partment for Educa¬ 
tion. 

The flat roof on 
the mosque will be 
replaced by a pitched 
roof in order to ad¬ 
dress a number of problems including leaking 
water. A new two-storey library and resource 
centre will also be built. 

Planning chiefs are set to give the plans the 
go-ahead at a meeting on Thursday. 

Darlaston councillor Doug James praised the 
plans and called on Walsall Council’s planning 
committee to give them the green light. 

Sceptical 

He said: “The Bills Street mosque is under¬ 
going some substantial redevelopment and that 
area is becoming a cultural centre. I know they 
have worked very hard on the plans. 

“There is a slight controversy as there al¬ 
ways is with plans like these because people do 
not like physical re-developments and they are 
always sceptical of places of culture and reli¬ 
gion. But it helps to break down barriers and I 
hope the planning committee approve it when 
it comes before them on Thursday.” 

The plans were originally approved in April 
last year but stalled after an agreement on 
parking fell through. 

The mosque had wanted to provide addi¬ 
tional parking to the rear of its premises but 
due to ‘legal issues’ the landowners could not 
sign up to the agreement. 

In response to this the Muslim Welfare So¬ 
ciety has now secured an agreement with a 
separate landowner for a 30-space car park on 
Salisbury Street, around 410 metres walking 
distance from the mosque.

The new testing site serves the 
needs of national and international 
customers in the automotive, door, 
window and hardware industries.

of the UK’s most celebrated exponents 
of graffiti art to rubbing shoulders with 
David Bowie and Noel Gallagher - he has 
been one of the most influential figures 
in British music over the last 30 years. 

Producer 

He said: “In my music is everything 
I’ve learned, everyone I’ve met, 
everything I’ve experienced.” 

“I often look at music not so much as 
a producer but like a director. You’re 
drawing together engineers, perform¬ 
ers and arrangers to create something 
special, something magical. It’s like al¬ 
chemy. 

“The notes, the music, the lyrics, 
they’re all in my head and each element 
has to be communicated and brought to 
life to create the finished track.” 

The album comprises two parts, 16 
brand tracks in total, all written and 
produced by Goldie. 

It also features a host of collaborators 
handpicked by Goldie to help realise his 
vision for the album.

Burglar told 
he will not 
serve any 
extra time 

A PROLIFIC burglar already behind 
bars has been told he will not serve 
any additional time despite admitting 
a further break-in. 

Matthew Walters appeared before 
a judge via video link from Feather- 
stone Prison to pleaded guilty to bur¬ 
gary in Anglesey Road, Brownhills. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard he was already serving five 
years and seven months and that he 
had committed six other burglaries 
since August 2009. 

His latest crime took place on Feb¬ 
ruary 25. After forcing entry to the 
family home through a patio door, 
Walters took jewellery worth £260, 
a Samsung GALAXY S III mobile 
phone, DKNY perfume and bank 
cards. He later used a card to buy 
goods from Tesco Express in Streetly 
resulting in a further charge of fraud 
to which he also pleaded guilty. 

Mr Patrick Sullivan, prosecuting, 
said Walters, aged 31, spent a total of 
£188.41 using the card. 

Walters, previously of no fixed ad¬ 
dress, was sentenced to three years 
for the burglary and 12 months for 
the fraud, to run alongside each other. 

Judge Michael Challinor said: “Be¬ 
cause of your record you are bound to 
receive the minimum three year sen¬ 
tence for this burglary. And because 
you are serving a sentence of five 
years and seven months it would not 
be appropriate to add to that. 

“For practical reasons I can’t in¬ 
crease your sentence. Therefore there 
will be little or no impact on your 
eventual release.” 

Revolvers seized 
as police stop car 

SIX revolvers were seized from a car 
after it was stopped by armed police. 

The car was forced to stop in Little 
Aston Road, Aldridge, by trained fire¬ 
arms officers who used special rounds 
to deflates its tyres. 

Two men in their 40s were arrested 
on suspicion of possession of firearms, 
and the guns were recovered. The 
men have since been released while 
inquiries continue. 

The incident happened at 1.20pm 
last Tuesday as part of an intelli¬ 
gence-led operation. 

The West Midlands Police account 
for Brownhills tweeted: “West Mid¬ 
lands Police firearms officers carried 
out an enforced stop on a vehicle in 
Aldridge today. No danger to the pub¬ 
lic and all in order.” The force said the 
incident was not terror related.

Merger fears as logistics 
group DX in police probe 


DX Group, the delivery company 
with a major operation in the Black 
Country, is being investigated by 
the City of London Police over an 
allegation relating to its secure doc¬ 
ument operations. 

The move has cast a shadow over its 
proposed merger with John Menzies’ dis¬ 
tribution unit. 

The investigation, being undertaken by 
City’s Economic Crime Directorate, is at a 
‘very early stage’ and DX said it was ‘co-oper¬ 
ating fully’ with the probe. 

“The board of DX announces that it has been 
notified by the City of London Police Economic 
Crime Directorate of an allegation that has 
been made against the company which has re¬ 
sulted in the commencement of a preliminary 
investigation centred on the DX Exchange 
operations,” the company said in a stock ex¬ 
change announcement. 

“The investigation is at a very early stage. 
The board of DX received the details of the al¬ 
legation on June 7, 2017, and is co-operating 
fully with the City of London Police. A further 
announcement will be made when appropri¬ 
ate.” 

Opposition 

DX is based in Slough but employs around 
550 people at its two delivery depots in Willen- 
hall, at Crestwood House in Birches Rise and 
Ashmore Lake Way. It recently failed in its at¬ 
tempt to secure planning permission for a new 
£36m super-hub at Essington. 

This would have provided a new home for 
its existing operations and created 150 new 
jobs. But South Staffordshire councillors voted 
against the scheme following fierce opposition 
from local people. 

DX has subsequently said it is looking for an 
alternative site, which could see it move from 
Willenhall to Rugby or Coventry. 

The company’s DX Exchange business offers 
next day delivery of documents including con¬ 
tracts, deeds, property settlements, financial 
agreements, barrister’s briefs and original offi¬ 
cial documents. It has around 25,000 members 
of its DX Exchange network across the UK and 
Ireland. DX Exchange operates through a net¬ 
work of 4,200 mailbox locations, known as Ex¬ 
changes. The logistics firm is in the midst of a 
£40 million merger with Menzies’ distribution 
unit, but the Edinburgh company said that it is 
now “considering its position”.

(Mind you, Gromit got all the 
best stunts). 

THE owners of Hamerton Zoo in Cambridge¬ 
shire have decided not to destroy the tiger that 
killed its keeper, Rosa King, on May 29. 

That seems a wise decision. You can’t kill a 
tiger simply for being a tiger.

HUNDREDS of cyclists 
turned out in tribute of Wil- 
lenhall teenager Joseph Guy. 

Members from Wolverhampton 
Wheelers Cycling Club arrived 
with scores of other riders to pay 
their respect and raise money for 
the 16-year-old who died after a 
collision with a van. 

John Ireson, 
chairman of Wolver¬ 
hampton Wheelers, 
said he was hum¬ 
bled by the turn out. 
He added: “It was 
phenomenal. Three 
hundred cyclists 
turned out as well 
as family, friends, 
teachers and those 
that knew him. 

“It was led out by 
his brother, Craig Guy, and his par¬ 
ents and other family were there. 

“It goes to show again, what a tight- 
knit community the cycling world is. 

Solidarity 

“It showed a community join to¬ 
gether, not just cyclists, but people 
from outside of cycling rallied together 
and contributed thousands of pounds 
in total - everyone’s contribution, 
no matter how big or small, went to 
a good cause. Showing the solidarity, 
there were minutes’ silences held 
across the country in other cycling 
events over the weekend. 

“A total of £3,500 was raised at 
the event for his family and a further 
£5,000 has been raised online, of which 
proceeds will partly be going to the Air 
Ambulance Service.” 

As arrangements are being made for 
Joseph’s funeral, his family have de¬ 
cided he will be led out by a group of 
cyclists, in a fitting tribute.

Hugh Porter reserved special praise 
for Joseph, recalling when he once 
briefly cycled alongside with him and 
his father. Hugh added: “I once briefly 
cycled alongside him at a Carver’s 
event about four year’s ago. 

“He was full of beans and I was a 
bit rusty at the time and he said to me 
‘come on, you’ve been a world champ, 
you can do it’ as encouragement. 


“So this is terribly sad, just tragic, 
he was a lovely guy.” 

Joseph died after colliding with a 
van near the A449 Stafford Road, near 
Wolverhampton, last week. 

Bystanders attempted CPR to save 
him but he was pronounced dead at 
the scene by ambulance staff.

£lOk cheque 
fraud given 


prison term

Edwards, aged 57, of Lich¬ 
field Road, Walsall, drafted 
it herself and bank staff no¬ 
ticed that the handwriting 
was similar on the cheque 
to the paying-in slip, while 
the signature later emerged 
to be false.

Missing 

A stop had been placed on 
the cheque when the firm 
discovered it was missing, 
so police were alerted when 
Edwards tried to cash it in 
November, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 
She pleaded guilty to theft 
by employee and fraud by 
misrepresentation and was 
jailed for six months. 

The court heard how Ed¬ 
wards, had previous con¬ 
victions for similar offences 
and had been jailed for 12 
weeks in July 2015. 

Mr Andrew Baker, de¬ 
fending, said: “There is no 
rational explanation for 


what she did. Her family 
circumstances have been 
troubled from a long way 
back. She is in a stable rela¬ 
tionship, although she cares 
for her partner, and recently 
had the trauma of losing her 
father. 

“It is accepted these of¬ 
fences are strikingly similar 
to ones she committed 10 to 
15 years ago. It is accepted 
this is a high value decep¬ 
tion from a small firm, but 
it was never going to work. 
This doesn’t have a degree 
of sophistication. In very 
short terms it was a bad of¬ 
fence.” 

Recorder John Edwards 
said: “You have abused the 
trust of Claridge Electricals, 
but recognised what you 
have done by pleading guilty 
at the first opportunity. 

“You have previous con¬ 
victions for similar offences 
and have shown yourself to 
be a woman ingrained in 
this dishonest activity.”

Days off due to stress 
at Manor up lOOpc 


THE number of staff who have 
taken time off from work at Wal¬ 
sall Manor Hospital due to stress 
and anxiety has doubled over the 
last five years. 

In 2011/12, 118 out of 4011 staff 
were signed off for at least one ab¬ 
sence day due to anxiety, with the fig¬ 
urejumping to 240 amongst 4333 staff 
for 2015/16. 

The figure increased year on year in be¬ 
tween, jumping from 118 to 147 in 2012/13, 
then 158 the following year. 

In 2014/15, the number of staff signed off 
due to anxiety reached 223 before reaching 
240 over the last year. 

It was in the aftermath of 2014/15 that 
the Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust was 
thrown into special measures by the CQC, 
with whistleblowers telling inspectors of a 
‘heavy handed’ approach from senior man¬ 
agement which they said bordered on a bul¬ 
lying culture. 

Support 

When the trust was told to improve by 
CQC inspectors in January 2016, it was 
also said that that approach taken by senior 
staff had led staff across the organisation to 
not feel respected. 

Louise Ludgrove, Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust interim director of human re¬ 
sources, said the trust is offering support 
to its staff and added not all of the anxiety 
was work-related. 

She said: “Nationally the two highest 
causes of staff absence in the NHS have 
been stress/anxiety and musculoskeletal 
problems for a number of years and these 
figures are increasing. 

“Walsall Healthcare has developed a 
number of supporting services for staff 
who are affected by emotional health and 
wellbeing problems, recognising that our 
data shows that around 65 per cent of these 
problems relate to home circumstances, 
around 20 per cent are work related and 15 
per cent are caused by a mixture of both.”

A DRIVER escaped serious injury 
when her car overturned and land¬ 
ed on its roof. 

The collision saw the female 
driver of the dark grey Vauxhall 
Corsa overturn - landing upside 
down in the middle of the road in 
Walsall. 

It happened at around 9.30am 
last Friday in Birchills Street. The 
woman escaped serious injury and 
only suffered a minor injury to her 
foot. Paramedics from West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service attended 
the incident but she did need to 
be taken to hospital. Drivers were 


being urged to avoid the area while 
emergency services dealt with the 
incident. The road was closed off 
while the vehicle was recovered. 

Firefighters from West Midlands 
Fire Service attended the collision 
but confirmed that the driver had 
managed to get out of the vehicle 
and did not need to be cut free. 

Walsall Blue Watch team at Wal¬ 
sall Fire Station attended the inci¬ 
dent. Andy Shaw, crew commander 
at Walsall Fire Station said: “The 
collision involved one young lady 
driver who clipped a parked on the 
road car and overturned.”

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Plenty of high Jinks 
as Terry, 96, plays on 


FOR many of us, just living 
to 96 would be an achieve¬ 
ment, but partially sighted 
Terry Jinks, who helped de¬ 
sign guns during the Second 
World War, is continuing with 
his passion in life - music. 

Terry continues to play with the 
Walsall Senior Citizens Orchestra 
more than 30 years after joining. 

A keen guitarist and saxophonist, 
Terry plays the clarinet with the or¬ 
chestra - despite being blind in one eye 
and having only five per cent vision in 
the other. 

“I am still playing at 96 because I 
can. I have been playing music since 
I was 16. I have never stopped, even 
when I lost my eyesight at 88. I have 
never given up, because I think if I do, 
I will probably peg out! I love every 
moment of it. 

Volunteered 

“I was about 22 when I started on 
the clarinet. I was on the guitar first 
and then the saxophone before moving 
over. I played in dance bands around 
the Midlands all my life. I still practise 
every day at home as well. I would not 
do if I did not enjoy it.” 

In his younger days Terry, who had 
been an apprentice draftsman, was 
sent to Bristol to design gun turrets 
for Lancaster bombers in the Second 
World War. During the war I volun¬ 
teered with the Home Guard - Dad’s 
Army - and drove an ambulance, dodg¬ 
ing the bombs to get people to hospital. 
I volunteered three nights a week be¬ 
cause I was working in the day.” 

Terry, who lives in Castle Bromwich 
and has two sons, both of whom are 
engineers, loves dogs and still walks 
his bull mastiff every day. 

He discovered the senior citizens or¬ 
chestra in Walsall after both retiring

and losing his wife around the same 
time in 1983. 

His close friend and fellow orchestra 
player Rob Harper, 72, said: “He has 
been with us about 34 years now. He 
played all over the Midlands and after 
he retired a musical acquaintance 
recommended he came and play with 
the orchestra to carry on his love for 
music. 


“He also played for many years with 
a dance group at Walsall Town Hall.” 

Rob, who plays the trombone, said: 
“Terry leads the dance bit which does 
three tracks before the interval. The 
crowd always really enjoy it.” 

As well as his involvement with the 
orchestra, Terry also runs a dance 
band in Castle Bromwich, which he 
set up in the early 1980s.

A PRIMARY school in Wolver¬ 
hampton has seen an ‘impres¬ 
sive’ turnaround after moving 
from special measures to a good 
rating in just three years.

The report concluded that the effective¬ 
ness of leadership and management, the 
quality of teaching, learning and assess¬ 
ment, the personal development, behaviour 
and welfare of pupils, the outcomes for pu¬ 
pils and the early years provision at Stow 
Heath are all good. 

Bill Hague, the City of Wolverhampton 
Council’s head of school planning and re¬ 
sources, said: “The council’s School Im¬ 
provement Team has worked closely with 
Stow Heath to support their recovery.”

WITH the recent demolition 
of the Cleveland Road bus 
depot, which was built as 
the home of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s trams, it should not be 
forgotten that for 44 years it 
was also home to the town’s 
fleet of trolley buses. 

When the original trams lines 
were beginning to reach the end 
of their useful life after about 20 
years of operation, the corpora¬ 
tion’s transport department took 
a look at the new trolley buses 
which had just been introduced 
in Birmingham. 

They decided that they were a 
more economic proposition than re¬ 
placing the tram tracks, and the first 
of six Tilling-Stevens single-decker 
trolley buses were put into operation 
on the Wednesfield route on October 
29, 1923. 

The process of ripping out the sur¬ 
face-contact system tram tracks, and 
replacing them with overhead cables 
continued on the Bushbury route, 
and then throughout the town. 

Electicity was supplied by Wol¬ 
verhampton’s own power station in 
Commercial Road, and by 1931 Wol¬ 
verhampton had the largest trolley

bus system in Great Britain. It also 
boasted two of the largest trolley bus 
manufacturers in the world, Sun¬ 
beam, and Guy Motors, both building 
double-deckers and Guy introducing 
the first ever six wheel trolley bus. 

Trolley buses were swift, silent and 
non-polluting, and the sight of the 
conductor leaping off his platform at 
the rear to switch the overhead con¬ 
nections with a long bamboo pole was 
a common occurrence. 

Motor buses were used on the 
longer out-of-town routes, but by 1960 
there were 153 trolley buses and 149 
motor-buses. 

The transport department decided 
then not to order any more trolley 
buses, and to slowly replace them with 
motor buses. 

This process continued until 1967 
when the last trolley bus service, the 
No.58 from Dudley brought an era to 
a close on March 5. 

Electric buses have recently made 
a re-appearance, but in the shape of 
hybrids, with batteries providing the 
power, not a spider’s web of overhead

The Addams Family, 
Birmingham Hippodrome 
THEY’RE creepy and they’re 
kooky, mysterious and 
spooky, and the Addams 
make a highly enjoyable tran¬ 
sition from comic strip, TV 
and film to the stage. 


In Elice, Lippa and Bnckman s 
Broadway comedy musical, the family 
faces division when teenaged pigtailed 
nihilist Wednesday falls in love with 
an all-American boy.

As Wednesday, the charismatic 
Carrie Hope Fletcher demonstrates 
her powerful vocals.

Staffordshire-born Charlotte Page 
gives her operatic vocals full rein as 
the repressed Alice Beineke, after a 
shot of Grandma’s witchy brew ‘rips 
the lid off her id’. Dickon Gough’s lu¬ 
gubrious Lurch delivers some of the

biggest laughs and a musical surprise. 

The show loses momentum in the 
second act and gets schmaltzy with 
the inevitable life lesson, but by then 
the audience is sold on the story of this 
bizarre gothic household. 

The songs are delivered with 
plenty of Broadway chutzpah and the 
dark humour features lots of snappy 
one-liners. Addams fans will not be 
disappointed.

Idina's full of glee 
at going on tour 

O 


he’s the star of one of 
the biggest films of all 
time. And yet the biggest 
moments of Idina Menzel’s 
life were not what people 
might have thought.

It’s an album where I explore a lot of things that have 
been going on in my life. It’s been a turbulent couple of 
years, with some great stuff and not so great stuff, so a lot 
of people will feel like they get to know me on a first-name 
basis.”

Idina is looking forward to her forthcoming tour. She 
enjoys engaging with fans and hopes to make strong 
connections when she’s on the road. 

“I kind of thrive and vibe off the connection with the 
audience. Maybe it’s because I do eight shows a week in 
theatre and I thirst for that little thing that changes it up 
from day to day. I’m not afraid of that. If somebody calls 
out in a lovingly heckling voice, I’m like, ‘OK, what did you 
say?’ I want to talk about it. 

“The other night, the band started playing ‘Brick 
House’ because I thought somebody said, ‘You look like 
a brick house’. I don’t know what they said. It was: ‘You 
look beautiful’ or something. But I had my ear monitors 
in. I said, ‘What? I look like a brick house?’ And the next 
thing you know, we’re playing Brick House.”

Reid is on the hunt for one 
final piece of justice 


B lood, gore, violence and 
shattered lives - they’re all 
just in a day’s work for the 
coppers working on Ripper Street. 

Despite being set in the late- 
Victorian era, this drama, which 
returns for its second series this 
week, bears all the hallmarks of 21st 
century television thanks to its near- 
the-knuckle depictions of crimes, 
brutal plots and fast-paced 
approach to storytelling. 

And although those factors are 
enough to make any programme 
compelling, Ripper Street also had 
a superb cast, led by Matthew 
Macfadyen, Jerome Flynn and 
Adam Rothenberg as detectives 
Edmund Reid and Bennet Drake, 
and American medical expert 
Homer Jackson respectively. 

All three return here to play their 
heroic if somewhat flawed 
characters who are trying to keep 
Whitechapel’s streets clean - which, 
it seems, is an impossible job. 

The drama itself has had almost 
as many ups and downs as its 
central characters. The first run 


began airing between Christmas 
and New Year of 2012, with the 
second appearing in 2013. 

And then it all seemed to go 
horribly wrong. The BBC decided 
that, following a slump in the number 
of viewers, they wouldn’t back a third 
series, so it seemed that would be 
end of it. However, following an 
uproar from fans, Amazon’s 
streaming service decided to take up 
the baton and have been behind the 
remaining seasons, with the Beeb 
repeating it later. 

Unfortunately, Ripper Street really 
is coming to an end - the fifth series, 
which begins tonight, has been 
announced as its last. 

So, what can we expect from it? 

Well, as those who saw season 
four will be aware, the three 
musketeers at the heart of the story 
now number only two - Flynn’s 
Drake met his maker thanks to 
cannibalistic killer Nathaniel Dove 
(played with obvious glee by Jonas 
Armstrong). 

The action picks up just days later, 
but doesn’t dwell on our hero’s 


tragic demise for long. Instead, he’s 
given a low-key funeral, complete 
with sobbing wife Rose and a 
harmonically perfect police choir, to 
add a little melancholy atmosphere, 
in case the scene wasn’t already 
downbeat enough. 

Missing from the mourners are 
Drake’s best buddies, Reid and 
Jackson, and Jackson’s wife, Long 
Susan. They’re not too distraught to 
attend - they’re now fugitives, 
hiding out in Whitechapel’s sewers 
after their plan to kill Susan’s evil 
father went horribly wrong. 

Now, rather than being the 
hunters, they are the hunted, and 
Dove’s brother - who happens to be 
the assistant police commissioner - 
is the man charged with bringing 
them to justice. But it won’t be 
enough for him to make arrests - he 
wants to shame Reid, enabling him 
to protect his sociopath sibling in 
the process; it seems that blood 
really is thicker than water. 

Flynn’s absence from the cast will 
be missed, but Macfadyen and 
Rothenberg have the charisma to 
carry the story without him.

In addition, six of the city’s centenary clubs were 
represented. 

Stirring 

Sports Advisory vice-chairman Tim Lorimer kicked 
off an evening that included speeches from Page, 
karate stalwart Josh Johnson and Councillor Mac 
Singh, and a demonstration from young members of 
Johnson’s karate club. 

Chairman Peter Holmes MBE then took centre 
stage. The 85-year-old is a founder member of the 
Sports Advisory Council and has worked tirelessly 
over the years to recognise the achievements of the 
city’s sporting stars and just as importantly the 
work of the people at grassroots level and behind the 
scenes. 

His passion and pride for the city’s sports people 
was evident during a stirring speech and he declared 
the evening a success. 

“I was overwhelmed,” he said.

nice to see some of the Hall of Fame members there 
and we also had a nice representation of the cente¬ 
nary clubs. 

“I must say, to have them all under one roof was a 
unique situation. It was everything that I hoped for, 
to bring sport under one roof. 

“Sportsmen and women have a knack. No matter 
what sport you are you can always find something to 
talk about. It’s a language all on its own. 

“And I hope everybody went home saying ‘I enjoyed 
that and let’s look forward to the next 50 years’. 

Holmes is proud to have seen the Sports Advisory 
grow from strength to strength since its formation 
in 1967. 

“The town clerk at that time was a man named Ron 
Meddings,” said Holmes. 

“He said he looked upon the new group as a ‘ginger 
group’ - a group to liven up the council’s attitude to 
sport. It was an expression I had never heard before. 

“In those days the council’s attitude to sport was 
extremely limited,” he said. 

“In the early days we had a famous councillor, Ted 
Lane, and we also had a member whose name was 
Reg Cooke. 

“They were the influence behind the recognition 
of individuals in clubs who had done sterling work 
behind the scenes. 

“It’s amazing the number of people that have been 
recognised over the years for the work behind the 
scenes. Fifty years is quite an achievement and I am 
proud to have seen it grow.” 

Holmes was the driving force behind the city’s Hall 
of Fame, which was introduced in 1999. 


“Peter Bilson, who was chair of committee formed 
to celebrate the Millennium asked me, ‘what is sport 
going to contribute?’ Initially, I said let’s recognise 
the clubs that have celebrated their centenary. In 
those days there were 10. 

“Then I thought, let’s go one better and have a look 
at a Hall of Fame. The first three people inducted 
were Charlie Stowe, Jack Taylor and Hugh Porter. 

“Now we try to look to induct two, three or four 
people annually.” 

And he is only to eager to share and highlight the 
city’s sporting success. 

He added.“It’s nights such as these were we realise 
how lucky we are in Wolverhampton. We realise our 
contribution to the life of the city and the name of 
the city. 

“That has been my aim, to make people realise 
what Wolverhampton has. We don’t appreciate what 
we have in the city and this never ceases to amaze me.
